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Kessar accepts cut

The Histadrut agreed yesterday to 
collaborate with the government in 
the process of public sector dismis- 
sals and to shorten this process by 
three weeks. In return, the govern- 
ment declared that 'it. will act in 
accordance with the collective wage 
agreements, and not by the 
emergency regulations it issued early 
in July. 

The agreement between the 
labour federation and the govern- 
ment was achieved yesterday after a 
two-hour meeting between Prime 
Minister Peres, Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i and Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar. 

The government's agreement to 
go back to the collective agreements 
□leans that workers could receive all 
increments and allowances stipu- 
lated in those accords, which the 
emergency regulations had frozen. 
This relates also to the car expenses, 
and clothing allowances which were 
not adjusted this month . 

But Moda'i has announced that 
the government will ask for a revi- 
sion of the collective accords; and 
until a decision is taken on this issue 
it will not be clear whether the 
allowance will be paid as usual. 

Treasury sources later .said that 
workers in the economy will not get 
the allowance adjustments this 
month. They added that even the 
Histadrut did not adjust these items. 

Kessar confirmed that the govern- 


ment had stated that it will request a 
revision of the collective wage agree- 
‘ ments, “But it will need our consent 
to introduce any change," be said. 

Unlike past meetings of the trio, 
they took a relatively short time to 
reach an accord yesterday. Both 
Moda'i and Kessar exchanged jokes 
outside Peres's office, and the fi- 
nance minis ter was in an evident 
good mood. 

Moda'i said that in the wake of the 
agreement, now the process of dis- 
missals will not take 80 to 96 days as 
stated in the labour accords and 
procedures, but will extend for a 
maximum of 75 days. He added that 
the count of the days started on the 
date the lists of candidates for dis- 
missals were handed to the Civil 
Service Authority. 

Kessar told reporters that govern- 
ment and Histadrut legal advisers 
met immediately after the meeting 
to draft a legal document that will 
state that the collective labour agree- 
ments are effective, in order to 
avoid any clash with the emergency 
regulations issued by the govern- 
ment. 

He added that the government 
had agreed to exempt low paid work- 
ers from National Insurance fees, 
and to advance the adjustment of the 
income tax brackets. He said that the 
Histadrut will request the Civil Ser- 
vants Union to agree to cut the 
minimum period needed to make the 
dismissals effective by three weeks.

Parties defer vote on 
contactrwith-PLO law 


Zamir voids racist clause 
in Kiryat Arba pact

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday ruled that the Kiryat Arba 
local council coalition agreement is 
illegal and declared one of its clauses 
based on racial thinking “null and 
void,” 

Zamir's opinion was submitted to 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres in re- 
sponse to the premier's request after 
the signing of t&eJGiyat Arba jcaaK- . 
tiou agreement, between a. Kach- 
affiliated local faction - called 
'Ko’ach' (force) - and another fac- 
tion led by Shalom Wadi. ' 

Zamir took exception to Section 5 
of the agreement, which stipulates 
that the council “will take action 
immediately to. dismiss all Arab 
labourers employed by the local 
council, as well as Arab workers in 


other institutions in the town, and 
will award recommendationsor per- 
mits solely to those businesses which 
promise to employ Jews only and 
which do not establish joint enter- 
prises with Arabs...” . 

This clause, says Zamir, stands “in 
blatant contradiction to the principle 
of equality before the law, in that it 
discriminates on the basis of racist 
considerations. oftbeiiart which have, 
served the. enemies of the Jewish 
people for generations in their 
persecution of Jews.” 

Zamir stated that Israeli law pro- 
hibits local authorities from exercis- 
ing “discrimination'’. 

Zamir declared Section 5 of the 
agreement “null and void” and spe- 
cifically forbade the council from

The Alignment and the Likud 
yesterday compromised over the 
passage of an amendment to the 
Prevention of Terror Ordinance, 
averting a coalition crisis after two 
days of pnblic dispute. 

The two parties agreed to debate 
the amendment - forbidding contact 
by Israelis with members of “terror- 
ist organizations” - today but to vote 
on it in a fortnight's time in a special 
Knesset session during the summer 
recess. 

The text of the amendment runs: 
“An Israeli citizen or resident, who 
knowingly, and without authoriza- 
tion, has contact in Israel or abroad, 
with a person who fills a function in 
the executive, council, or other simi- 
lar body in a terrorist organization, 
or who serves as an official repre- 
sentative of a terrorist organiza- 
tion,” will be liable to a maximum 
prison -term of-three yeatSy-or-a fine- 
in accordance with the law. 

Under other laws now on the 
statute book, Israelis can be prose- 
cuted for meeting PLO representa- 
tives on the grounds that they are 
. either citizens of Arab countries in a 


state of war with Israel, or enemy 
agents. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
dropped a bombshell in the coalition 
executive yesterday when he said 
that journalist Uri Avneri, who met 
Yasser Arafat in Beirut during the 
Lebanon war, went there with offi- 
cial permission ' 

Yesterday morning. Alignment 
chairman Rafi Edri accused the 
Likud of ignoring the national in- 
terest, because it was motivated by 
the fear of Meir Kahane, and hence 
was trying to outdo Kahane in ex- 
tremism. The Alignment would vote 
against the amendment, he warned. 

At the same time Likud chairman 
Haim Kaufman accused the Align- 
ment of surrendering to its leftist 
membership, instead of outlawing 
all contacts with PLO representa- 
tives. “Prime Minister Peres is a 
defeatist,” Kaufman said. 

— Tbc-Ukud. managed to collect a 
majority in the House Committee to 
stage a short two-hour debate, in 
which one speaker only from each 
faction would have the floor. This

Israel yesterday refused to accept 
an official communication- from the 
Austrian ambassador over the closure 
of the Hospice Hospital in East 
Jerusalem. 

Foreign Ministry Director- 
General David Kimche refused to 
accept a letter from' Austrian 
Ambassador Otto Pleinart, protest- 
ing against the political implications 
of the closure of the hospital. It is the 
sole Arab-controlled public 
health facility within the walls of the 
Old City. 

Sources in Jerusalem said last 
night it was not clear what standing 
the Austrian government had in the 
affair. As far as the foreign ministry 
was concerned the Austrian note 
represented interference in internal 
Israeli affairs. The hospital; which 
was closed two days ago, was situ- 
ated in a building belonging to the 
Austrian Catholic Church. 

Residents of East Jerusalem 
have long claimed that the plans to 
close the hospital were based on 
political considerations - namely to 
force East Jerusalemites to look for 
medical aid in Jewish hospitals. The 
Health Ministry, which ordered the 
closure, claimed for its part that it 
was necessary on medical grounds, 
because the Hospice could not pro- 
vide adequate medical care. In any 
case, the Hospice has been referring 
its more complicate cases to other 
hospitals for several years. 


But much of the original initiative 
to close the hospital came from the 
Jerusalem municipality and the Au- 
strian church in Vienna. Cardinal 
Koenig of Vienna has long been 
demanding that the church regain 
control of its property. Koenig and 
other emissaries of the church have 
asked Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek on several occasions during the 
past few years to help the church 
remove the hospital and make the 
building, on the corner of the Via 
Dolorosa, a hospice for pilgrims. 

According to sources in the Jeru- 
salem municipality, the Austrian 
church offered to pay for the con- 
struction of a large addition to the 
Sheikh Jarrah clinic, which Kollek 
saw as a modern alternative to the 
Hospice, even though local Arabs 
disagreed with this proposal, saying 
they wanted to keep the central 
medical centre in the Old City. 

But according to other sources 
Kollek recently made it dear to the 
Austrians that he was not interested 
in any donations after the Hospice 
hospital was dosed. 

This could be partly because of 
what was seen as a highly ambiguous 
posture by the church. On the one 
hand, its leaders in Vienna were 
demanding the return of their prop- 
erty, and on the other hand emissar- 
ies in Jerusalem were claiming that 
they wanted the building to remain a 
hospital for the care of the poor of 
the Old City. 


Afula man murdered 

shopping in Nablus

NABLUS. - An Israeli civilian, 
Albert Bukhris of Afula, was 
shot in the back as he was shop- 
ping in this West Bank town 
yesterday. He died later of his 
wounds. 

Bukhris was reportedly arrested 
over the weekend following the anti- 
Arab riots in Afula, sparked by the 
murder last week of two local school 
teachers, and was out on bail. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
visited Nablus early yesterday even- 
ing and ordered the closure of its 
a-Najah University. 

Military sources later reported 
that Bukhris . who had been operat- 
ing a kiosk for a few months outside 
the local military government head- 
quarter on the southern outskirts of 
the town, was shot while shopping 
for pitot in the Street of the Iron- 
mongers. Despite his wounds, he was 
able to return to his car and drive 
back to the headquarters building. A 
doctor gave him first aid and sum- 
moned a helicopter. 

Bukhris was flown to Tel Hashom- 
er hospital. He died while under- 


going surgery. Itim gave his age as 
32. 

Bukhris is to be buried in Afula at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 

This is the third such attack this 
year. In February, a reserve soldier, 
Aharon Avidar, was shot in the head 
at close range in al-Bira. Two 
months later, a Russian immigrant. 
Zalman Abulnik. a resident of a 
nearby settlement, was murdered in 
almost identical fashion in the 
Ramallah market. 

Security forces claim to have 
smashed tine ceil responsible for the 
Avidar murder, although its mem- 
bers still have to come to trial. There 
is still no trace of Abulnik's killer. 

Minutes after the atrack took 
place, the first indication of trouble 
came when a police van with its 
headlights flashing roared into the 
crowded intersection of the central 
square. A policeman was leaning out 
of the window, shouting into a hand- 
held megaphone - “Curfew, curfew, 
shut your stores, return to your 
homes.” 

Within minutes, traffic snarled in 
the midday heat and a group of 
youths scuffled and then broke up as 


the police van passed them, over- 
turning a barrow of fruit as they 
scattered. 

Further along the main road that 
bisects the city, border police in their 
bottle-green jeeps, their weapons at 
the ready were dosing off intersec- 
tions and lining up odd suspects 
along walls. Occasionally, the sharp 
thud'of a rifle shot could’be heard as 
troops fired into the air to reinforce 
the already tangible sense of urgen- 
cy. 

The curfew order was repeated 
over the powerful public address 
system of one of the main mosques. 
Central Nablus, the casba - the 
andent market - neighbouring Hab- 
la and the Askar and Balata refugee 
camps were rapidly emptying of peo- 
ple as steel shutters were cranked 
down and military vehicles took over 
the streets. 

Roadblocks sprang up around 
Nablus and throughout much of (he 
West Bank soon after the shooting. 
Long lines of cars with blue licence 
plates indicating that their occupants 
were residents of the West Bank 
began to form. Israeli vehicles with 
their yellow plates were waved 
through.

Rabin tells Knesset body: 


Deportation rules being reviewed

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that the procedures 
involved in deporting inriters and 
terrorist suspects living in the admi- 
nistered areas are “complicated and 
wearisome” because of decisions 
taken bv the cabinet in 1979 (while 
Menactiem Begin was prime minis- 
ter and Ezer Weizman defence minis- 
ter). 

“The defence establishment is re- 
viewing these procedures,” Rabin 
told the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, in a survey of 
recent security problems in Judea 
and Samaria, as well as Inside Israel 
proper. 

“It is also discussing the possibility 
of reviving the practice of adminis- 


trative detention.” Rabin said. 

He said that the number of hostile 
incidents had fallen, but their nature 
had recently become more serious. 
Since 'April 1984, terrorists had 
caused 17 deaths in Israel and the 
areas. , 

“Our task just now is to find out 
why the number of local terror initia- 
tives, not organized from the 
outside, is now on the increase." 
Rabin said, 

“Most residents of Judea and 
Samaria are not actively hostile.” he 
said. “But incidents will increase if 
we don't take wise and measured 
steps,” he said. 

Rabin said that violations of law 
and order as such had decreased of 
late in Judea and Samaria. 

Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) said that if 


the law interferes with non -routine 
measures to combat terrorism, the 
law must be changed. 

Eitan said that collective punish- 
ment is effective in combatting ter- 
ror. and suggested that the murder 
of the Afula teachers should be met 
by confiscating all the agricultural 
lands of the killers* home village, 
Arrabuna, for the establishment of a 
Jewish settlement. If a Nablus man 
murdered Israelis, he said, the prop- 
erty of all members of the killer's 
family should be confiscated. If Jew- 
ish vehicles were stoned on a high- 
way. he said, that highway should be 
barred to Arab vehicles.

Movement) said that the collective

Peres rejects call to hit Jordan TLO bases’

MA’ALOT. - Prime Minister Peres 
said yesterday that calls for attacks 
on PLO headquarters in. Jordan are 
superfluous. “We will deal with the 
perpetrators of all attacks from 
wherever they come,” be said. Peres 
made his remarks while addressing 
reporters during his visit to Ma'alot. 
Tarshiha and Shlomi. 

The premier also said, “We don't 
want to create the impression that 
Israel has declared war on Jordan. ” 


Peres was reacting to a call on 
Monday by Trade and Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon for Israel to 
attack the PLO’s “new terrorist 
bases” in Jordan. Sharon had also 
called on the government to tell the 
U.S. that there would be no negotia- 
tions with Jordan so long as it per- 
mitted terrorists to maintain head- 
quarters on its soil . 

Peres said he is not opposed to the 
Terror Law as proposed by Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim. *Tm not 


opposed to the substance of the law, 
but I think we must be very careful 
how we phrase it. Laws must be 
formulated very carefully and then 
kept to the letter.” 

Peres also referred to the recent 
series of attacks in various pans of 
the country, stating “We will imple- 
ment cenain punishments that ha- 
ven't been used for some time, such 
as expulsion and the demolition of 
houses belonging to those guilty of 
terrorist activities.” 


Israelis linked to Ciskei corruption

TEL AVTV. - Allegations of corrup- 
tion have been made against several 
■Israeli companies and individuals 
operating in the Ciskei, the nominal- 
ly independent South African home- 
land. The charges have been made 
before an official Ciskeian commis- 
sion of inquiry investigating corrup- 
tion in the country. 

The Ciskeian government yester- 
day terminated the contracts of 
Yosef Schneider and Nat Rosenwas- 
ser, who have served as the Ciskei 
trade commissioners in Israel for the 
past three years. Their removal from 
the Ciskeian payroll was announced 
in large advertisements taken out in 
the Israeli press by the local lawyer 
ofthe Ciskei government. 

The charges of corruption and the 
closure of the trade mission could 
mean the end of the high-profile 
Israeli presence in Ciskei. The repre- 
sentatives of at least two Israeli com- 
panies are already on their way 
home. Among the prominent 
Israelis who have reportedly in- 


vested in Ciskei are former finance 
minister Yoram Arid or and several 
other MKs. 

Schneider said yesterday that the 
trade mission bad been closed due to 
budget cuts. But The Jerusalem Post 
has learned that the real reason for 
the closure is the alleged collabora- 
tion between Schneider and Rosen- 
wasser and Dr. Hennie Benkes, Cis- 
kei’s former minister of health, in 
financial irregularities. 

The one-man commission of in- 
quiry under Ciskei Chief Justice Sex- 
tus de Wet was established in early 
May with a mandate to investigate 
“alleged malpractices by Dr. H.C. 
Benkes and other officials, officers 
and/or seconded officials in the em- 
ployment of the Ciskeian govern- 
ment.” 

In a statement due to be released 
today, Ciskei President Lennox 
' Sebe says that “a large proportion of 
present investment in Ciskei is from 
abroad and it is vital that this trend be 
maintained. It is equally important 
that Ciskei be associated with indi- 


viduals and companies with good 
reports overseas.” 

Sebe announces the “nationaliza- 
tion of Ciskei 's overseas promotion- 
al efforts and the creation of a fore- 
ign desk, and adds that “it is possible 
that some overseas agents may 
change in the interests of promoting 
the correct image of Gskei abroad." 

Schneider and Rosenwasser were 
instrumental in arranging tens of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of investment 
in Ciskei by several dozen Israeli 
individuals and companies. The 
Israeli community in Ciskei numbers 
some 200 people, among them doc- 
tors, agricultural advisers and repre- 
sentatives of Israeli firms estab- 
lishing factories in Ciskei. The coun- 
try's capita], Bisho, and the West 
Bank settlement of Ariel signed a 
twin-cities pact last year. 

According to evidence placed be- 
fore the De Wet Commission, 
Beukes was the go-between in 
arranging many of the deals - and a 
sizeable number were allegedly 
irregular- The contracts under inves-

BEIRUT (AP). - Syria handed over 
50 Soviet-made T-54 tanks to Leba- 
non's Shi'ite Moslem Amal militia 
yesterday, substantially increasing 
its power. 

The aging T-54s, which have 
lOOnm guns, rumbled into Moslem 
West Beirut, some filing green, 
black and red Amal flags, on Syrian 
army transporters amid fighting be- 
tween Christian and Moslem militias 
despite a Syrian-sponsored effort to 
end Lebanon's 10-year-old dvil war. 

The arrival of the vintage tanks, 
which have been used .in combat in 
the Middle East, Angola, Vietnam 
and the India-Pakistan conflict, 
altered the balance of power among 
Lebanon’s fractious Moslem mili- 
tias. 

Amal officials confirmed to repor- 
ters that they received 50 T-54s, but 


declined all other comment. An in- 
formed government source said the* 
tanks are “to confront the Palesti- 
nians.” 

Amal, the biggest of the Shi’ire 
militias, fought for five weeks in May 
and June to crush Palestinian forces 
seeking to rebuild the power base in 
Lebanon that they lost when they 
were driven out during Israel's 1982 
invasion. 

Amal sources said most of the 
tanks were positioned around the 
Bourj al-Barajneh Palestinian re- 
fugee camp in foe Shi’ite-dominated 
southern suburbs of Beirut. 

Meanwhile, Christian and Mos- 
lem militiamen battled with artillery, 
mortars and rocket-propelled gre- 
nades along foe “Green Line” de- 
marcation between East and West 
Beirut early yesterday.

The burned and partially dismem- 
bered bodies found near a burned- 
out car east of the Askar refugee 
camp, near.

Since their disappearance on Fri- 
day, the West Bank has been rife 
with rumours that the two men had 
been abducted and killed in revenge 
for the murder of the two Afula 
teachers. 


Law students’ clerkship 
reduced to 18 months

The period of articled clerkship 
(legally-required internship) for 
prospective lawyers was reduced 
from two years to 18 months in an 
amendment to the Chamber of 
Advocates law that passed its second 
and third readings in the Knesset 
yesterday. 

However, the articles may only 
begin when the student has passed 
all his examinations but two, this 
under a proposal of Uriel Lynn 
(Likud-Liberals), that was adopted 
yesterday 

At present, the articled period 
may begin in the student's fourth 
year. Under the government's bill, 
the clerkship would have to wait 
until the student completed all his 
courses and examinations. 

The bill passed its first reading in' 
August 1981, and the Law of Con- 
tinuity was applied to it by the 11th 
Knesset.

Regarding immunity procedures 

Hillel: House unit harms legal system

Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel 
said yesterday that if the Knesset 
Members Immunity Law were to be 
debated today, rather' than im- 
mediately after the establishment of 
the State, it would grant Knesset 
members for fewer privileges. 

He was meeting with parliamen- 
tary correspondents to sum up the 
11th Knesset's first full year of op- 
eration and to mark the close of the 
summer term this week. 

Hillel said the manner in which the 
House Committee considers re- 
quests from the attorney-general to 
lift an MK> immunity so he can be 
prosecuted on criminal charges, 
“harms the Knesset's own image and 
the country’s legal system, and cre- 
ates the impression that all Israelis 
are not ecual in the eyes of the law." 

Hillel said that Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir would submit a range 
of proposals on the issue of House 
Committee procedure and par- 
liamentary immunity to himself and 
to House Committee chairman 
Micha Reiser. “All three of us agree 
that something must be done." 

He said the provision in the pre- 
sent law, enabling the government 


(rather than the attorney-general) to 
propose the lifting of immunity was 
“an absurdity which should not be 
perpetuated, even though it has al- 
ways remained a dead letter." 


He said the provision whereby a a 
MK can propose lifting the immunity 
ofanotfterMK (as in the case ofMeir 
Kahape of Kach and. Mohammed 
Miari of the Progressive List for 
Peace) was not entirely satisfactory, 
since it did not afford the secondary 
check available when the attorney- 
general asks the committee to 
approve his request. 

Hillel said it would seem appropri- 
ate that- a special majority of two- 
thirds of the Knesset be required 
when the immunity of an MK was to 
be lifted at the insistance of his 
colleagues, rather than a simple 
majority. 

The Speaker said he was not satis- 
fied with the MKs' response to the ' 
Ethics Committee's ruling that all 
MKs must submit a capital declara- 
tion at the start of each Knesset. 

He said that about 20 MKs had 
still not submitted their declaration 
on one excuse or another, such as **1 
forgot. I’ll try to remember to do it ”

world to be able to achieve its main 
targets - economic progress and the 
raising of living standards. 

Shultz listed more than 20 Soviet 
and other East bloc citizens who he 
said had suffered persecution be- 
cause of their defence of human 
rights and religious beliefs. 

He said a more stable peace de- 
pended on greater freedom for the 
people of Europe, and while there 
had been limited progress in break- 
ing East-West barriers in Europe, 
the most important promises made 
in 1975 bad not been kept. 

“We cannot talk about the Hel- 
sinki process without talking about 
human beings, for they are supposed 
to be the true beneficiaries of the 
Helsinki Final Act," Shultz said. 

Calling for the release of Nobel 
Peace Pnze laureate Andrei Sakhar- 
ov, Shultz described him as the man 
who more than any other repre- 
sented the ideals of the 1975 accords. 

Sakharov remained totally iso- 
lated from the outside world in the 
town of Gorky and members of 
unofficial Helsinki monitoring 
groups had also been imprisoned or 
exiled, he said. 

Religious groups and individuals, 
including Jews and Pentecostalists. 
had been persecuted for their faith, 
and in Poland people were in -jail 
because of their role in the Solidarity 
movement. 

Defending the Soviet record on 
human rights. Shevardnadze said 
these questions were directly related 
to ideology, where East and West 
held opposing’ concepts. 

In a speech apparently aimed 


mainly at Washington's European 
allies. he said: “Security in Europe is 
firmly linked to security throughout 
the world. If it proves possible by 
joint effort to dispel thunderclouds 
here, the sun shines brighter for 
everyone." 

Earlier, Shultz chatted amiably 
with Shevardnadze when they met 
for the first time yesterday. Shultz 
walked up to the Soviet delegation at 
the opening ceremony to introduce 
himself to the new head of Kremlin 
diplomacy. 

Standing near the Soviet delega- 
tion desk in the huge Finlandia con- 
ference hall shortly before the cere- 
mony began, the two men shook 
bands warmly and laughed heartily 
at each other's remarks. 

A vital Shcharansky, wife of im- 
prisoned Soviet Jewish refusenik 
Anatoly Shcharansky, was turned 
away by police when she tried to 
enter the hall where the foreign 
ministers were meeting because she 
did not have accreditation. 

She later met French Foreign 
Minister Roland Dumas, who she 
said had been very sympathetic to 
her husband’s case. 

In a statement to journalists, she 
said the message that must be sent 
from Helsinki to Moscow was ‘‘that 
smiles and unkept promises cannot 
take the place of the freeing of 
. Jewish .prisoners. " • 

She /said: “Only the release of 
■ Anatoly Shcharansky .-only the free 
emigration of Soviet Jewry, w ill 
prove that Mr. Gorbachev and his 
colleagues have moved the Soviet 
Union from the dark ages of repres- 
sion into a new era of respect for 
human values."

• many were awarded to shell 
companies which then subcon- 
tracted the entire contract to South 
African companies; 

• most contract prices were 
quoted in dollars, a currency that has 
appreciated substantially against the 
South African rand, Ciskei's official 
currency. 

Beukes. the only white in the 
Ciskei cabinet, resigned as health 
minister on May 14, vowing to clear 
his name. The ex-minister, who was 
known as “Sebe’s right-hand man," 
has been linked to contracts totalling 
some $150 million. It has been re- 
vealed that until February this year. 
Beukes was an undischarged bank- 
rupt. 

In evidence before the commis- 
sion. the former commander of the 
Ciskei Defence Force. Brigadier A. 
Nell, said that Beukes had been 
involved in arranging defence con- 
tracts undertaken by Israeli com- 
panies. 

He maintained that Beukes had 
been instrumental in having a pilot 
training project awarded to an 
Israeli company, the Dror flying 
school owned by Ira Curtis, which 
Nell described as '‘ill-equipped.” 
The course was to have cost Ciskei 
some $10 million. Simitar training in 
South Africa would have cost much 
less. Nell said. 

Nell said that none of the Israeli- 


trained pilots could qualify in South 
Africa and that between 80 and 100 
per cent of them would fail the 
conversion courses. 

Curtis was indicted by a U.S. 
federal grand jury last year for 
allegedly attempting to smuggle four 
Mooney helicopters into Ciskei. The 
jury alleged that Curtis had bribed 
Ciskei officials to buy the Mooneys 
rather than more sophisticated 
French Aerospatials. Five aircraft 
were subsequently delivered in July. 

The commission was told that* a 
Herzliya-based security company 
had made massive profits on a Ciskei 
contract. The company, owned by a 
former IDF senior officer, had a 
$300,000 a year contract to provide 
security advisers to Sebe. The com- 
pany head is on a visit to South 
Africa and was unavailable for com- 
ment last night. 

• Sources said that the company had 
withdrawn most of its men from 
Ciskei and that they were on their 
. way back to Israel. 

The commission is reportedly 
scheduled to hear evidence on two 
hospital contracts awarded by 
Beukes' former ministry to an Israeli 
■ company which allegedly built a 
house in Alice for Health Ministry 
Director-General H.M. Mdleleni.

The widespread Israeli involve- 
ment in Ciskei does not have the 
sanction of the Israeli government, 
which does not recognize Ciskei. .

Zamir expressed the hope that the 
partners to the agreement, seeing 
that it has been declared illegal, will 
of their own accord erase Section 5. 

Zamir called Section 5 an “ugly 
stain," besmirching not just Kiryat 
Arba "but the entire governing au- 
thority,” and a “threat...to equality 
before the law, the legal system, 
social morality, the democratic reg- 
ime and the culture of Israel." 
Joshua Brilliant adds: 

The heads of Kiryat Arba’s local 
council said yesterday they are will- 
ing to amend the offensive clauses in 
their coalition agreement, but were 
adamant on implementing the policy 
enunciated in those clauses even if 
they cannot say so in writing. 

If the attorney-general thinks a 
clause ought to be "improved upon - 
we'll improve it/' Shalom Wach. the 
council head, told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. “For us, the principle 
of preferring Jews for jobs is clear 
and we don't have to spell it out,” 
Wach said. 

The two members of the Kacfa- 
affiliated list in the town's council 
also expressed readiness for “cosme- 
tic" changes in their coalition agree- 
ment with Wach’s three-member 
faction. Shmuel Ben-Yisbai, of the 
Kacb-affiliated list told The Post that 
the coalition partners had discussed 
the matter before Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir had submitted bis 
report. 

“We will find the formula which 
will satisfy him. but Arabs will not 
work for the Kiryat Arba local coun- 
cil. You can be sure of that.” he said. 

The coalition also intends to con- 
tinue to pressure private business- 
men to fire their Arab staff. 
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refuses to submit any such declara- 
tion," Hillel told the correspon- 
dents. 

The Speaker explained that be is 
not supposed to peruse the declara- 
tions, which are filed away in bis 
safe, and which may be opened at 
the request of the MK himself, or 
with his consent, or at the applica- 
tion of a court of law, 

“The purpose of the declarations 
is to protect the MK, should he be 
charged with abusing his parliamen- 
tary status for personal enrich- 
ment/* Hillel said. 

“The essential point is not the 
property which an MK acquires, but 
the extra income he earns above and 
beyond his parliamentary salary/* 
Hillel said. 

On other issues, Hillel said the 
Knesset spent only 97 per cent of its 
budget during the financial year en- 
ding March 31, 1985. 

- He said the Knesset's foreign con- 
tacts were proving more and more 
invaluable to the country’s diploma- 
tic goals, “this despite the fact that 
we have cut the size of our delega- 
tions by half, a fact which will in the 
long run be counter-productive di- 
plomatically."

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School expenses may exceed 

IS 400,000 per child v

TEL AVIV. - School expenses next 
year may exceed IS400,000 per 
child. But the Histadrot Consumer 
Protection Authority, the Education 
Ministry and the National Parents 
Association have launched a cam- 
paign to cut that figure by as much as 
half. 

Speaking at a press conference 
here yesterday. Nuzbat Katzav, 
chairman of the Histadrut consumer 
body, said surveys done by her agen- 
cy show that foe current cost of 
school supplies and clothing aver- 
ages IS 195,000 per pupil. Books 
have gone up about 170 per cent 
compared to last year, but other 
necessary purchases (on which there 
have been less stringent price con- 
trols) have jumped by over 366 per 
cent, she said. 

Sbe called on manufacturers and 
marketers of school uniforms to cut 
their prices and she suggested that 
details of sales on these items be 
''channelled to her organization for 
dissemination to parents. Concen- 
trated purchase of schoolbooks, and 
replacement of books by mimeog- 


raphed material, was also . recom- 
' mended. 

What parents have to buy in the 
open market represents a little less 
than half of their total, expenditures 
on “free** education. Katzav added. 
Schools and local authorities will 
demand IS230.000 for everything 
from shop supplies or art supplies to 
health and dental care, school otit- 
ings and mimeographing. 

Geula Yoffe of the National Pa- 
rents Association said her organi 2 a- 
• tion wants schools to cut down on 
outings and other expensive activi- 
ties, and to carry the remaining ones 
out more modestly. 

The Education Ministry has issued 
a set of instructions requiring the 
schools to lessen pupils’ expenses. 
The ministry has instructed that pa- 
rents should not be required to buy a 
particular edition of a textbook so 
that used books may be purchased. 
Schools have been told to keep out- 
ings as inexpensive as possible, mak- 
ing use of public transport, youth 
hostels and camp grounds. Parties 
and ceremonies should be modest 
and outside actors or directors 
should not be hired for school pro- 
ductions. .” V 


Mubarak warns Arabs of intimidation 


ALEXANDRIA (Reuter). - Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak 
warned Arab states yesterday that 
they faced “intimidation and terror- 
ism” from within Arab ranks and 
urged them to rise above their dis- 
putes. 

“We want foe Arabs to rise above 
their disputes, to measure the dan- 
ger of the current phase and to be 
able to free themselves from in- 
timidation and terrorism practised 
by some Arab countries against 
them,” he tolda youth meeting here, 
according to Information Minister 
Safwat Sharif. 


Mubarak, reaffirming Egypt’s 
support for foe Palestinians, criti- 
cized Arab countries which declared 
their backing for the Palestinian 
cause but practised “killing and 
sabotage” in Beirut’s refugee camps. 

In none of the remarks reported 
by Sharif to journalists did the presi- 
dent identify the countries he was 
criticizing. 

Mubarak said Egypt stuck to its 
demand that its dispute with Israel 
over the Sinai beach enclave of 
Tabs, the subject of several incon- 
clusive rounds of talks, should be 
referred to international arbitration. 


CAIRO (AP). - The series of U.S.- 
Egyptian military exercises called 
“Bright Star" will include an amphi- 
bious landing operation this year for 
the first time, an Egyptian Defence 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday. 

The statement by Colonel Hassan 
Manish was the first from Egypt 
about “Bright Star 85" for which 
American troops, planes and equip- 
ment have been arriving for at least 
two weeks. 

Travellers on the main desert road 
between Cairo and Alexandria have 
noted convoys of hundreds of trucks . 
many carrying tanks and other 
equipment, and busloads of Amer- 
ican servicemen in uniform brought 
in by ship. 

In a rare Egyptian military brief- 
ing for reporters, Manish refused to 
disclose how many troops or how 


much equipment will participate 
from either ride. 


A Pentagon spokesman in 
Washington said 9,000 U.S. troops 
would take part in the exercise. 

Manish indicated that the planned 
amphibious exercise, probably in-' 
vohing U.S. marines, will make it 
the largest “Bright Star 7 ' yet. 

The two countries began the series 
in 1980 and have held them annually 
since then, except for 1982 and 1984. 

Manish said this year's exercise 
will be in three phases - the amphi- 
bious landing, west of Alexandria on 
Egypt’s Mediterranean coast, to in- 
clude aiipower; - mock airborne 
attack, involving paratroopers from 
both rides; and a live-firing exercise, 
involving air-to-ground, artillery, 
tanks and infantry shooting.

AFULA- -This town was In ferment 
last night following the news that 
another of its residents had fallen 
victim to aterror attack. Last Friday, 
the bodies of Yosef Efiahu, -and Lea . 
Almakais, teachers at a local school, 
were found in a cave on nearby 
Mount Gilboa. 

Three local Arab villagers are said 
to have confessed to having mur- 
dered them. 

The aimouncemenrof the murder 
of Albert Bukhris brought hundreds 
of people out onto the streets to vent 
their grief and bitterness. 

The large crowd demonstrated 
outside the police station here and . 
later gangs of youths could be seen 
roaming through the town - 
apparently looking for an outlet to 
their anger and frustration- The de- 
monstrators accused the media of 
being partly responsible for Bukhris' 
death. His picture had appeared in 
several newspapers following bis 
arrest in Afula on Friday for alleged- 
ly disturbing the peace. He was re- 
leased the following day. 

The demonstrators charged that 
his assailant in Nablus had recog- 
nized him from photographs and had 
deliberately chosen him as a victim. 

The Kol Yisrael mobile radio van 
was turned away from Afula on the 
advice of police after demonstrators 
had banged on the side of the van 
and told the crew to “get out." 
Police also advised journalists and 
photographers to stay inside the 
police station to avoid further pro- 
vocation of the crowd. 




Police reinforcements were 
brought into the town to quell any 
riots as a result of the mood of th$ 
residents. 

Bukhris, 32, father of two chil- 
dren, was bom and raised here and 
his famil y is well-known in the area.

Bukhris had previously worked 
with his brother-in-law in a b^ked 
goods shop in the town before he 
opened a kiosk in Nablus. One of bis 
brothers was killed in The Six Day 
War, while another has a printing 
business in the town's market. 

He lived with his wife Shoshana and 
their two children, a boy. 9. and a 
girl, 2, in Rebov Aliya. 

Hundreds of people yesterday 
went to Bukhris* home to offer their 
condolences to his widow and his 
parents.

Later, members of his family, iri- 
ctudmg at least two of his brothers, 
joined the crowd outside the police 
station where one of them collapsed 
and had to be given first aid. 

The death of Bukhris. just two 
days after the funeral here of Eliahu . 
proved too much for many of the 
townspeople. 

One resident, who did not want to 
be named, said the press had treated 
then? shabbily. 

“You (the media) portrayed us as 
animals last week. But you didn't 
write about the pain and foie frustra- 
tion that we feel,” sbe said. 

“Can’t you understand what it's 
like for us, after just getting over the 
loss the murder of one of our 
citizens, to hear that another has 
been killed? Of course we are angry, 
sad, bitter and afraid. We have emo- 




tions just as anybody else. People : . 

have to understand it.” £ "'*• 


She said that many people were 
now afraid to walk in the streets at 
night unless they were accompanied 
by friends or relatives. Drivers were 
even wary of picking up soldiers, in 
case the hitchhiker turned out to be a 
terrorist dressed in an IDF uniform. 

Most of the Arab workers in the 
town, fearing a backlash, have 
stayed away from work for the past 
few days. One factory owner, who 
employs five Arab -workers, said he 
had sent them home because of the 
atmosphere in the town.

MK) returned to Afula following the 
news of Bukhris’s murder. .

Afghani guerrillas attack Soviet base in Kabul 



ISLAMABAD (AP). - Afghan 
guerrillas launched a major attack 
with rockets and machine guns on 
the Soviet air base in Kabul, and 
fighting raged across the city as 
Soviet forces retaliated with missiles 
and artillery in the heaviest fighting 
in the capita) in years. 

Western diplomatic sources said 
large guerrilla forces attacked Kabul 
airport and the adjoining Soviet air 
base on Saturday night and that the 
fighting rapidly spread across the 
northern areas of the city. 

Fighting continued to rage, mean- 
while, in the strategic Panjsher Val- 
ley in northern Afghanistan, and 
guerrilla forces inflicted defeats on 
Soviet and Afghan government 


forces m the western province of 
Herat. 

Guerrilla forces seized hilltops 
overlooking the Soviet air base in 
Kabul shortly after dark Saturday 
night and began pounding the base 
and Soviet garrison buildings with 
rockets, the sources said. The guer- 
rillas also raked the base with heavy 
machine-gun fire. 

Soviet forces replied with massive 
artillery fire, and repeatedly fired 
salvos of missiles from multiple rock- 
et launchers at foe guerrilla forces, 
foe sources said. Kabul was rocked 
by the gunfire and explosions and 
Soviet artillery kept up a barrage for 
more than eight hours as fighting 
raged in and around the city. 


At dawn, Soviet helicopter 
gunships took to the air to try to hunt 
down the guerrillas and possibly 
launch retaliatory raids on nearby

In the Panjsher valley, the di- 
plomatic sources said, elite Soviet 
paratroopers made several attacks 
against guerrilla forces in the upper 
parts of the valley and had driven at 
least one guerrilla unit out of the 
area. 


Afghan government forces were 
continuing to suffer heavy losses in 
the Panjsher, and Kabul hospitals 
were fun of wounded from the fight-

Moda’i’s revenge has been ex- 
pected' ever since, the special session 
of the .Liberal/Parry convention . a 
month and a half: ago' in'; which he - 
defeated the move for a quick mer- 
ger with Herat, which, would have 
cost him the leadership of the liber- 
al Party. That move, was sponsored 
by Ministers Avraham Sharir, 
Moshe Nissani and Gideon Part. 
None of them will now be included in 
the 12-member committee which the 


convention empowered Moda’i to 
appoint to cany -on contacts with 
Herat. 

Moda'i is thought to be unlikely to 
work sincerely for a merger with 
Herat unless gives in and bes- 
tows special status in the united 
party upon him. But since this would 
alienate the rest of the Liberal Party, 
Herat has decided to initiate no 
moves towards the union. 

However, the committee of 12 has 
significance within • the Liberal 
sphere since it could, function ulti- 
mately as something close to an 
appointments committee in the par- 
ty 

Not only axe the three minis ters 
absent from Moda'i's handpicked 
committee, but so are their suppor- 
ters. The majority of the committee- • 
members are either Moda'i suppor- 
ters or dose associates of his faction. 
Moda’i explained that since the 


three wanted representation above 
their actual strength in the party, he 
bad decided not to include them at 
all. 

The committee's appointment com- 
es dose on the heels of a still 
smoldering row in the party in which 
Moda’i was accused by the other 
three liberal ministers of having 
forged the text of a convention deci- 
sion last June. This meant, they 
alleged, that the record carried a 
different text from the resolution 
actually voted. 

The "forgery*’ involves the same 
committee of 12. The original ver- 
sion of the resolution put to the vote 
was that the committee be empo- 
wered to nominate the Liberal mem- 
bers of all united Likud forams. But 
the “corrected" version was that the 
committee could also nominate to all 
internal and external party forums in 
which the party is represented. The 


corrections were made in the hand- 
writing of Moda'i's personal aid, 
Yoram Giladi. 

Moda'i at first termed the whole 
affai r - “much ado about nothing.'’ 
He then said that only the original 
version of the resolution counts. But 
later he reversed his stand and 
claimed that the correction was 
made with the knowledge of party 
central committee chairman Yitzhak 
KatabL 

But the other three ministers pos- 
sess a letter by Katabi claiming he 
bad no idea at all about the correc- 
tion. The other three ministers are 
said to have toyed with the idea of 
asking for a police investigation, but 
after Giladi admitted to making the 
change, there is little the police can 
do. What is certain, however, say 
party insiders, is that the Liberal ship 
is headed for storxnier-than-ever 
seas.

Tiberias comes under the industry 
and Trade Ministry's spotlight to- 
day, as inspection teams of sup- 
plemented staff from Haifa and 
other ministry offices in the Nbrth 
join to uncover suspected price gou- 
geyrs and violators of weigh ts-and- 
measttres ordinances. 

Ministry Director-General 
Yehosbua Forer told reporters in 
Jerusalem yesterday that the Galilee 
aty has been chosen as the first 
target in a planned series of intensive 
checks throughout the country. 

Instead of just checking out con- 
sumers’ complaints and other tips, 
.the inspectors are to go from shop to 
shop, from one open-air market stall 
io.&nothcr and to all petrol stations. 
They will search for price freeze 
violations and also determine if all 
goods are being sold according to the 
Products and Services Law, which 
includes the weights-and-measures 


ordinances. 

At the same time. Forer said, a 
ministry information desk will be set 
iip in the Tiberias municipality, 
where local residents will be able to 
get answers to questions and submit 
complaints. 

Tomorrow, a similar operation is 
to be mounted in Ashkelon, with 
local inspector teams augmented by 
staff from the ministry's Beeisheba 
regional office. 

As of yesterday, ministry price 
freeze inspectors had made 15,000 
spot checks at places of business 
since the current freeze began on 
July 1, Forer added. As a result of 
these visits, 1,350 summonses were 
issued, and legal proceedings have 
been launched against 614 suspected 
violators of the price freeze. 

In addition, 1,000 complaints re- 
ported by citizens have been check- 
ed since July 1. Some of these have 
also led to legal action by the minis- 
try. 


i ShahaL Fuel prices fell during 1984

Though most Israelis may not be- 
lieve it, electricity and fuel prices fell 
last year, in real terms, according to- 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal. 

Citing statistics prepared by 
his m i nis t ry ’s economists, Shahal de- 
clared that local prices of diesel hid, 
petrol, kerosene and coolring-and- 
heating gas dropped by 23 per cent 
during 1984 in relation to the dollar 
exchange rate, and by 17 per cent 
compared with the (^hsumer Ptice 

Index. 

Electricity costs to the user fell 
even more sharply, Shahal said - by 
about 39 per cent compared to the 
dollar's exchange rate and by 34 per 
cent against the price index. The 
heavy residual ofl used in industry 
dropped in real-term price by 19 per 
cent vis-a-vis the dollar and by 12.5 
per emit relative to the CPI. 

Shahal’s economists pointed out 
that the shekel had been devalued by 
486 per. cent dozing 1984, while the 
CPI rose by 445 per cent in that 
period. At the same time, fuel prices 
rose in nominal terms by 350 per 
cent, electricity by 260 per cent and 
heavy industrial oil by 377 per cent. 

All price calculations were made 
on the first day of each month. 

AP reports from Cairo that Egypt 


has informed its crude oil customers 
officially that its July export prices 
were $1.50 to $2 a barrel below 
contracted prices but that prices for 
June and August remain .undeter- 
mined. 

Hammad Ayoub, the ministry's 
oil-marketing manager, said con- 
sultations with customers are con- 
tinuing about June's prices and that 
August’s prices would depend on 
world market prices.

Habadniks to build replica 
of NY headquarters in Israel

The Lubavitcher Rebbe in Brook- 
lyn. who has never been to Israel, 
has asked his hassidim to finance and 
boild a replica of his New York 
headquarters in' Kfer Habad. The 
red-brick building is expected to cost 
about Stmillion,- 

Two architects are due Co fly to 
New York /to make photographs of 
the building in Brooklyn’s Crown 
Heights quarter, at 770 Eastern 
Parkway. They -also hope to obtain 
the original plans for the decades-old 
building from municipal archives. 

The building, and anything else 
connected with the rebbe. Rabbi 
Menachem Schneerson, is held in 
awe by his tens of. thousands of 
hassidim. 

News of the rebbe’s request was 
reported in the latest issue of Kfar 
Habad, the Israeli monthly pro- 
duced by Habad. 

The main building in Brooklyn is 
four storeys high, and 23 by 17 
metres in size. Thousands of hassi- 
dim make pilgrimages to the site to 
hear the rebbe, who lives a short 


distance away. 

Asked whether the construction 
plans meant that Schneerson will 
move to Israel and settle in a familiar 
building, Habad spokesman Dov 
Wolf said: “We always hope the 
rebbe will come.” 


In the meantime, until it serves as - 
a home for the octogenarian rabbi, 

- the copy in Kfar Habad will serve as 
a place for study-, among other 
things. 

Wolf would not say where the 
money for-constructing the building 
would come from. The building will 
be named in memory of Schneer- 
son’s father-in-law, the previous reb- 
be, Yosef Yitzhak. The project has • 
reportedly aroused much enthu- 
siasm among the rabbi's followers. 

Although red bricks of the Brook- 
lyn type are not readily available 
here, the Habad spokesman said 
“the Jewish people have a long his- 
toiy of brickmaking, going back to 
Egypt," and no building materials 
will be imported. 


Separate treatment of Beduin in bank ends

BEERSHEB A. - Pressure from 
Knesset members and the media has 
apparently ended the practice at a 
local branch of Bank Leumi here, 
whereby Beduin and Ethiopian 
immigrant clients coming to (nek up 
government allowances were re- 
ceived separately from other clients. 

The affair was first publicized by 
Knesset Member Mohammed Miaii 
of the Progressive List for Peace. 
Miaii wrote to Attorney-General 
Yizhak Zamir that Emmanuel Atoo . 
the branch manager, admitted pub- 
licly that “the Beduin clients are not 
allowed inside the bank and receive 
services outside." The manager also 
said, according to Miari, that “when 


the Ethiopians come, they also get 
served separately, but inside." 

Reporters and other MKs found 
Mian’s story to be correct. 

At the end of each month, when 
the government cheques arrive, hun- 
dreds of Beduin and immigrants 
from Ethiopia line up at the bank. 
The manager, worried that other 
clients would shun the bank because 
of this, decided to assign a special 
clerk to each group, one inside the 
bank and the other outside, to take 
off some of the pressure. 

Meanwhile, the other tellers took 
care of the few remaining clients. 

But the bank never initiated a 
special line for the businessmen who 
came in at lunchtime with their daily 
take and tied up the lines for long 


periods. 

Leumi Bank spokesman Uri Galili 
said that the separation of Beduin 
and Ethiopian Jews from the other 
clients at the brunch would be stop- 
ped. He added that the branch assis- 
tant manager is a Beduin. 

The spokesman said that the man- 
ager did not act contrary to regula- 
tions. 

An official in another bank here 
told The Jerusalem Post that he does 
not think that Aton gave the order, 
but only okayed another official's 
suggestion. “Possibly it was his Be- 
duin assistant who conceived the 
plan, thinking it would be a good 
way of solving the problem of -100 
Beduin coming in at once to get 
their allowances.” he said.

And in the desert you can count on 
cool nights when it is a pleasure to sit 
outdoors. It is for just such evenings 
that the holiday village has provided 
a concrete stand at each caravan for 
portable grills, and an outdoor picnic 
table as well. 

If you do want a night out. Eilat is 
only 40 kilometres away. And re- 
member. it is also 40 kilometres less 
to drive northward from Ye'elim 
than it is from Eilat when you’re 
taking a carful of tired children back 
home.

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New accident insurance for pupils

TEL AVIV. - A new compulsory 
insurance plan for all schoolchildren 
is to take effect on September 1. It 
provides accident disability coverage 
whether the school is found negli- 
gent or not. 

Until now. pupils have been co- 
vered by third-party insurance, 
which paid benefits only in cases of 
negligence by school staff. The 
National Parents Association did not 
consider this coverage sufficiently 
comprehensive and has been work- 
ing for years ro get a more complete 
insurance package. 

Parents will pay a premium of 
IS7.000 a year per child in compul- 


sory kindergarten or school, and 
coverage will include accidents on 
the way to and from school, acci- 
dents at school or accidents during 
school-sponsored activities, such as 
outings. 

The programme mil be -adminis- 
tered, on a one-year trial basis, by 
the Inbal Insurance Company. In- 
surance bills will be sent to parents 
by their local authorities, and fami- 
lies will get help so that their children 
may be insured. 

Geula Yoffe, of the parents asso- 
ciation, said the insurance will save . 
money for many families, winch 
have until now taken out private 
insurance for their children. 


“Frozen’ immigrants to get their jobs

New immigrants who were hired 
by the government in recent months 
but were unable to start work be- 
cause of the public job freeze are to ' 
start working soon. 

This decision was taken by a min- 
isterial committee that met in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. The committee, 
comprising Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i, Absorption Minister 
Ya’acov Tsnr and Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim, as well as Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner Avraham Natan 
and Absorption Ministry Director- 


General Meir Shamir, decided that 
the “thawing” of these jobs would 
apply to those immigrants whose 
wages will be financed by the. 
Absorption Ministry's special em- 
ployment funds. 


The ministry asked the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission to ensure that new 
olizn will not be hurt by dismissals in 
the public sector. This is a sensitive 
point, as veteran Israelis may be 
angered by any protected group. But 
the commission said it would “con- 
sider the request in a positive way." 


Haifa man, 25, ad mits murder of woman, 47 


HAIFA (Itim). - A 28-year-old man 
who has confessed to murdering his 
47-year-old girlfriend was yesterday 
ordered detained for five days by the 
Haifa Magistrates Court. 


The man, Gaa Fuad Hijazi, of 
Haifa, told the court that he had 
admitted of his own free will to the 
police to lolling Yehudit Nissim, also 
of Haifa. Her body was found in a 
cardboard carton outside her house 


on Rehpv Pe’er on Monday evening 
by her son. 

Judge Hanoch Shiloni turned 
down HBjazi’s request that bis name 
be barred from publication, on the 
ground that there was no legal basis 
for so doing. 

Hijazi and Nissim, a divorcee, met 
when they were both working in a 
Haifa geriatric home. She was a 
frequent visitor to his family’s home, 
it has been learned. 


Teva marks its double fete tomorrow

Teva Pharmaceutical Industries, 
manufacturers of a wide range of 
biological products, pharmaceutic- 
als and industrial organic chemicals, 
is to celebrate a double jubilee at its 
Jerusalem plant tomorrow evening. 

The celebrations, to which cabinet 
ministers and other politicians have 
been invited, will mark Teva's 50th 
year as a manufacturer and 85th year 
as a marketer. 

General manager Eli Hurvitz, 
who is current president of the 
Manufacturers Association, recalls 
that Teva was founded in Jerusalem 
as a medical products and supply 
house by two brothers-in-law, Haim 
Solomon and Moshe Levin. 

Three years later the two partners 


opened a similar depot in Haifa and 
took on a third partner. Asher El- 
stein, also a relative. 

With an active acquisition prog- 
ramme in progress since then, Teva. 
the country's 17th largest industrial 
company, has evolved into a corpo- 
rate group of 21 firms engaged in the 
marketing and manufacturing of 
drugs ana chemicals, with an annual 
sales volume of approximately 
SlOOm. About a third of Teva Group 
sales are to overseas customers in 50 
countries. 

According to Hurvitz, almJSt 10* 
per cent of the group's employees 
are research-and-development 
workers, and their projects are aug- 
mented by outride R & D (at in- 
stitutions of higher education) spon- 
sored by Teva. 


Industrialists issue crisis warning

Unless the government soon 
formulates and puts into operation a 
policy designed to promote indust- 
rial investment, the whole of Israeli 
industry will be plunged into a deep 
crisis, because of the ongoing reduc- 
tion in its capital stock. 

This warning was contained in a 
report to the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee yesterday by the Manufactur- 
ers Association. 

Capita] stock is defined as the total 
amount of equipment and machin- 
ery available to industry. 

According to the report, the rate 
of growth of capital stock has fallen 
in the last five years to only half the 


pace of the 1973-1980 period. As a 
result, there is unlikely to be any 
growth in industry in the coming 
years, with all that this implies for 
industry in general, and employment 
in particular, the association warns. 


The abolition of development 
loans, and the inability of firms to 
amass profits because of greater tax 
burden - both results of the new 
economic programme - as well as the 
erosion of industrial profitability 
during the various package deals, 
may cause the government's prog- 
ramme to miss its main targets , espe- 
cially the renewal of economic 
growth, the manufacturers say. 


Dead Sea firm may sell shares on NY exchange

BEERSHEB A. - The Dead Sea 
Periclase company, a subsidiary of 
Israel Chemicals Limited, says it is 
considering going public and trading 
its shares on the stock exchange, 
probably in the U.S. 

Managing director Moshe Zehavi 
announced that the company’s 
before-taxes profits for the past fis- 
cal year were S3. 15 million, up 78 per 
cent from 1 983/84 ’s before- tax pro- 
fits of $1.75 m. 

This year, the prospects are just as 
rosy, with the first quarter showing a 


300 per cent increase in profit*, over 
the same period last year. 

Most of the company's sales are 
abroad, largely in the U.S. and in 
Europe. The company now is ex- 
panding its production capacity with 
an $8 million installation to make 
even higher-grade magnesium oxide 
products for use in pharmaceuticals, 
plastics, rubber and steel. 

The company also is involved in a 
programme designed to increase 
current production by 40 per cent 
using existing infrastructure v Zehavi 
said.

Sikhs trade fire in Golden Temple 


« NEW DELHI (Reuter) . - Sikh mod- 
erates and extremists exchanged fire 
and fought with swords and hockey 
sticks during a clash yesterday in the 
Golden Temple in Amritsar over a 
. Punjab peace plan. 

The dash occurred during a meet- 
ing of moderate Sikh leaders from all 
• over India to evolve a p ro gr a mm e 
■ explaining the plan. 

i The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
. news agency said at least 12 people 
were injured and 30 bullets fired 
. during die fighting between oppo- 
nents and supporters of the plan to 
j end violence in the north Indian 
state. 

Police and paramilitary forces 
' crossed a road to the perimeter of 
the holiest Sikh shrine to break up 
the dash, which lasted about 13 


minutes and also involved rock 
throwing. 

FIT said police arrested about 33 
people around the shrine to break up 
the clashes, and used batons to chase 
away militant Sikhs. The agency 
quoted an official spokesman in Pun- 
jab's capital of Chandigarh as saying 
security forces had not entered the 
main Golden Temple complex. 

The shooting was the latest sign ot 
'gathering tension over the peace 
plan reached last week by Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi and Har- 
chand Singh Longowai, head of the 
main Sikh political party, the Akali 
Dal. 

Witnesses said about 800 oppo- 
nents of the plan, including many 
militant Sikh students, first tried to 
disrupt the meeting by shouting slo- 
gans. 


Tension rose when Longowai ar- 
rived to join the meeting and shortly 
afterwards the militants opened fire, 
PTI said. Longowal's bodyguards 
returned the fire. 

Militant Sikhs oppose the agree- 
ment because they say it does not 
grant enough of their demands for 
Sikh autonomy in Punjab. 

Opposition politicians in the 
neighbouring states of Haryana and 
Rajasthan, which stand to lose water 
and land rights, also oppose the 
agreement. 

Rajasthan's state parliament was 
/disrupted Monday by an opposition 
walkout over the issue. In Haryana, 
opposition politicians have called for 
a strike in the Hxndu-majority state 
today to protest at the loss to Punjab 
of the city of Chandigarh, the shared 
capital of the two states. 


Challenger has trouble with experiments 


CAPE CANAVERAL. - U.S. shut- 
tle astronauts, jolted by the failure of 
a main engine minutes after laun- 
ching, yesterday ran into fresh prob- 
lems with astronomy experiments 
they are trying to carry out in space. 

The shuttle Challenger with the 
European-built Spacelab aboard 
limped into a lower-than-planned 
orbit Monday after one of its three 
main engines failed six minutes after 
take-off from Cape Canaveral. 

It was the 1 first major engine mal- 
function on ascent in 19 space shuttle 
missions, and space agency officials 
said the Challenger came within 33 
seconds of having to make a forced 
emergency landing at a U.S. military 
base in Spain. 


After weathering the crisis. Chal- 
lenger’s seven-member crew turned 
to the task of transforming the space 
ship into a flying astronomical 
observatory. 

Spacelab, a 10-metre-long sledlike 
contraption anchored in the Chal- 
lenger’s open cargo bay. was 
smoothly activated early yesterday 
but attempts to operate its tele- 
scopes and other scientific gadgets 
ran into serious obstacles. 

The shuttle's systems worked 
smoothly after Monday's dangerous 
and unprecedented "abort to orbit” 
and the astronauts - including five 
scientists - settled into a round-the- 
clock, two-shift routine. 


Abort to orbit is an often- 
rehearsed, never-tested procedure 
for using reduced power to boost the 
spaceship beyond the atmosphere. 
The message to the shuttle, going 
14.162 kilometres per hour, was to 
continue toward orbit with two en- 
gines. 

During the tense first minutes af- 
ter launch, the crew also discon- 
nected a temperature sensor to pre- 
vent a second engine from shutting 
down before Challenger could reach 
orbit. 

If that second engine had failed or 
been cut off, “Challenger would 
have faced a risky emergency land- 
ing .(Reuter, AP) 


Opposition group joins 
Uganda coup-makers 


KAMPALA .(Reuter). - Uganda’s 
ruling military council held its first 
formal meeting yesterday since 
Saturday's coup and won support 
from the opposition Democratic 
Party but not the crucial backing of 
National Resistance Army rebels. 

The 10-man military council, 
named on state radio, included the 
new head of state, Lieutenant- 
General Tito Okello. and his name 1 
sake and fellow Acholi tribesman 
Brigadier Bazilio Olara Okello, who 
led the coup. 

Democratic Party" leader Paul Sse- 
mogerere, an outspoken critic of 
ousted President Milton Obote’s hu- 
man rights record, sent a letter of 
support to General Okello. 

But in neighbouring Kenya, the 
rebel National Resistance army 
(NRA), which fought Obote for four 


years, issued a statement sharply 
criticizing the new military regime. 

The statement, from exiles living 
in Nairobi, said the new military 
council had contacted the rebels by 
telephone but had set up the admi- 
nistration “without ooi knowledge 
or consent.” 

It added that the movement had 
told the military of its “disappoint- 
ment at the widespread looting that 
took place after the flight of dictator 
pnrf criminal Milton Obote.” 

The statement was viewed by di- 
plomats in the region as a setback for 
the military, which had counted on 
the support of the NRA as well as the 
Democratic Party. 

A semblance of normality re- 
turned to the Kampala yesterday, 
though it resembled a battlefield 
after the weekend of looting. 


North Koreans end 
a 32-year boycott 

SEOUL (Reuter). - Ten North Ko- 
rean military m£n including a col- 
onel yesterday ended a 32-year 
boycott and turned up for a recep- 
tion given by neutral truce observers 
at the Korean border village of Pan- 
in unjoin. 

The reception, held each July to 
mark the signing of- the armistice 
ending the Korean War in 1933. is 
regularly attended by the Swedish 
and Swiss delegations from the 
South and the Polish and Czechoslo- 
vak observers from the North, plus 
members of the American-Led UN 
Command (UNC). 


Libya agrees to pay 
Norway compensation 

OSLO (Reuter). - Norway said 
yesterday Libya had agreed to pay 
$500,000 compensation for detain- 
ing a Norwegian ship in Tripoli last 
year for 67 days, and to investigate 
allegations that a crew member was 
tortured to death by Libyan officials. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said Libya had acknowledged, dur- 
ing talks in Tripoli last week, that the 
cargo ship Genoa Lionel and its 
crew of 13 had not been involved in 
illegal activities. 

Ubya had promised to investigate 
the death of a Norwegian sailor 
while he was held in cukody, and 
alleged assaults on other members of 
the crew.

Tutu rejects demand he 
denounce civil disobedience 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Bishop Desmond Tutu, seeking ur- 
gent talks with South Africa's white 
rulers about racial strife, said yester- 
day be would refuse to renounce civil 
disobedience in the fight against 
apartheid. 

Tutu, last year's Nobel Peace 
Prize winner, said he would reject 
any such condition for a meeting he 
has been trying to arrange with Pres- 
ident P. W. Botha to discuss a state of 
emergency declared in riot-tom 
parts of South Africa. 

Twenty people have been killed 
and 1 .259 detained, 44 more than on 
Monday, under emergency laws in- 
troduced on July 21. Thirteen have 
since been released, police said 
yesterday. 

Botha on Monday turned down 
the black churchman's request for an 


urgent meeting and said August 19 
was the earliest date on which he 
could see an Anglican church de- 
legation. 

Tutu, who has predicted dire con- 
sequences for South Africa unless it 
swiftly abolishes apartheid, said he 
still hoped to arrange a meeting. 

“I remain hopeful that good sense 
will prevail, because I am not sure he 
(Botha) is really aware how serious 
the situation really is." 

Asked- if he would renounce civil 
disobedience as Botha demanded 
Monday of anyone wishing to meet 
him. Tutu replied firmly: “I would 
not.” 

Police reported continued scat- 
tered rioting overnight but no new 
deaths. About 500 blacks have died 1 
in 11 months of riots in black 
townships. 


4 more held in Austrian wine scandal 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Police have 
arrested four more men, including a 
West German, in connection with 
Austria's wine-doctoring scandal, 
bringing the total of detentions to 20. 

A police spokesman said the four 
were detained Monday as the au- 
thorities cracked down on produc- 
ers, merchants and chemists sus- 
pected of lacing wine with the 
dangerous sweetening chemical 
diethylene-glycol. 


Chancellor Fred Sinowatz on 
Monday night pledged to bring in 
Europe's strictest wine laws to pre- 
vent a repetition of the scandal, 
which has halted Austrian wine ex- 
ports and seriously damaged the 
country's image abroad. 

About 200 Austrian wines have 
been seized in the country and 
shown to contain the chemical, 
which can damage the brain, kidneys 
and nervous system: 


24 die after drinking Egyptian brandy 


CAIRO (AP). - At least 24 fore- 
igners have died from alcohol 
poisoning and 23 have been hospital- 
ized in the past week after drinking 
Egyptian brandy, police and the 
Sudanese Embassy said yesterday. - 
An investigating officer told re- 
porters that tiie dead included four 
Rumanians, five Indians and three 
Sudanese and that all those hospital- 
ized were Rumanians. It was not 
known whether 15 dead reported by 
a Sudanese Embassy spokeswoman 
included the three listed in police 


reports. 

“The result of the autopsies is that 
the 12 died of alcohol poisoning,” 
said tiie police investigator... . 

He said that meant the level of 
alcohol in their blood had reached 
fatal proportions, but that the possi- 
bility of contaminated alcohol had 
not been ruled out. 

The Rumanians worked in Beni 
Suef, 120 kilometres south of Cairo, 
for an Egyptian government-owned 
company that manufactures train 
cars, the officer said. 


TnHia and P akistan resume talks 


NEW DEHU (AP). - India and 
Pakistan resumed talks yesterday on 
normalizing their strained relations, 
but no progress was reported. 

Pakistan Foreign Secretary Naiz 
Naik and his Indian counterpart, 
Romesh Bhandari, met alone for 30 
minutes and their delegations held 
3 V4 hours of separate talks. 

An Indian spokesman said the two 
sides discussed international and bi- 


lateral Issues, but said he was una- 
ware of any talks on rival peace 
proposals put forth by the two coun- 
tries, which have fought three wars 
since 1948. 

The main obstacle to normaliza- 
tion of relations is believed to be 
India's concern over the Pakistani 
nuclear programme. India has re- 
peatedly charged that Islamabad 
in trying to produce weapons-grade 

u ranium . 


Police and militants clashinNew Caledonia 


NOUMEA, New Caledonia (Reu- 
ter). - French police exchanged 
shots with Melanesian militants 
Monday night near the nickel- 
mining village of Thio, stronghold of 
the pro-independence Kanak Social- 
ist National Liberation Front 
(FLNKS). 

Police sources said the clash 
started after they entered a Melane- 
sian settlement seeking a man sus- 


pected of shooting dead a 17-year- 
old white settler last January.. 

Kanak militants armed with sticks 
and axes forced the police, who used 
teargas, to withdraw to a position 
nearby. Nobody was injured in the 
exchange of shots which followed. 

FLNK? supporters set up a road 
block, barring access to the Thio 
nickel mine, but no further clashes 
were reported yesterday. 


Pakistan earthquake kills six 

Hindu Kush mountains where Pakis- 
tan meets Afghanistan . but was felt 
as far away as India and Irani 
Afghanistan government radio re- 
ported on Monday night that the 
Afghan capital of Kabul had been hit 
by the quakes, but did not say if. 
there had been any damage or 
casualties. 

Islamic religious leaders in Pakis? 
tan said the quake was a warning 
from God to people to strip commit- 
ting sms and instead lead a religions 
life. 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - At least six 
people were killed and more than 30 
injured in an earthquake that rocked 
northern Pakistan and caused 
dozens of homes and shops to col- 
lapse, officials said yesterday. 

Officials warned that the death 
toll from the quake Monday could 
rise because "communications with 
many, remote parts of the country 
had been cut by landslides and rock 
falls, and contact had not been made 
with some communities. 

The earthquake was centred in the

over north Pacific 

TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan, the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union have 
agreed to set up a communications 
system to assure the safety of dvfl 
aviation over the northern Pacific, a 
Foreign Ministry official said yester- 
day. 

The official said the three coun- . 
tries would setup a telecommunica- 
tions network linking air control cen- 
tres in Tokyo, Anchorage and Kha- 
barovsk in the western Soviet Union 
as soon as possible. 

The three countries have held a 
series of talks this year on how to 
avoid a repetition of the September 
1983 downing of a Korean Airlines 
jumbo jet over the Soviet northern 
Pacific island of Sakhalin, govern- 
ment sources said.

own safety," said civil rights lawyer 
John Dugard. “In the past, the gov- 
ernment lacked the political free- 
dom to do what it liked. Now it has 
told the world: the very state itself is 
under siege." 

The state made swift use of its new 
powers under the emergency decree 
that has taken effect in 36 cities and 
. towns. Nearly 900 rank-and-file 
activists — civic organizers, union 
■ members, students — have been 
rounded up. 

MANY SAW IT as an attempt to cut 
the heart out of the opposition, after 
chopping off the head - seizing the 
leaders — failed to stop the unrest. 

^ President P.W. Botha’s govem- 
* ment already had sweeping powers 
to combat .opposition, including de- 
' tendon without charge, a ban on all 
outdoor gatherings and on many 
indoor meetings as well. 

International pressure, and 
opposition from the business com- 
munity at home, have forced the 
government to keep those powers in 
reserve until now. The emergency 
decree was in part a psychological 
device, imposed to create a climate 
in which the use of those powers - 
including the detention of hundreds 
of people - would be understood, if 
not applauded. 

• In the months before the 
emergency, police detained virtually 
the entire leadership of the United 
Democratic Front, a two-year-old 
coalition of anti-apartheid groups. 
Thirty-eight people, most of them 
Front members, face treason 
charges in two major cases, without 
apparent effect on the black revolt. 

Army troops joined police on riot 
patrols to combat the daily rock- 
throwing and fire-bombings in 
scores of black townships caught up 
in the violence, which has left nearly 
500 dead since last September. 

FROM A DISTANCE, the violence , 
may seem dhrecttoia^s, an 
ion of 'anger and fhjs.fration- a£ the", 
continuing refusal of the nation s 
five million whites to accord 
citizenship and other rights to the 24 
million blacks. 

Up dose, the unrest appears spe- 
cifically aimed at undermining the 
institutions of the white government 
and its black surrogates, particularly 
government-backed local black 
councillors and black policemen. 

The gutted shells of scores of 
homes of such "collaborators” in the - 
townships bear testimony to the- 
focus of the anger. On the first day of 
the unrest, three councillors were 
hacked and burned to death around 
Sbarpville, near Johannesburg, set- 
ting a pattern that has prevailed ever 
since. 

More than 250 councillors have 
resigned, leading to the collapse of 
local black government in a number 
t of townships. 

7 The violence has been accompa- 
nied by other tactics to underline 
black opposition to apartheid, such 
as consumer boycotts and general 
strikes^ One such boycott in Port 
Elizabeth, centre of the turbulent 
Eastern Cape province, has resulted 
in a 32 per cent decline in buying at 
white shops. The boycott threatens 
widespread bankruptcies in the area 
hardest hit by tbe nation's worst 
recession in 50 years. 

BLACKS ARE CONSIDERED 
citizens of 10 tribal homelands, but 
half the population lives in urban 
areas of “white” South Africa. To 
answer criticism that the urbanized 
. blacks living outside the homelands 
^had no say oyer their lives, the 
’’ government created urban councils 
in the late 1970s and increased their 
authority in 1983. 

But black opposition groups, led 
by the Democratic Front, rejected 
the underfinanced local bodies. The 
Front was formed in part to oppose 
council elections, and boycotts led to 
an average turnout generously esti- 
mated by the government at 21 per 
cent. 

At the same time, the government 
moved to include the voteless Asian 
and mixed-race minorities in parlia- 
ment, creating separate, smaller 
chambers for the two groups. The 
mechanics ensured that whites 
, .i would have the final say. . 

; | a referendum in November 1983 ■ 
.among white voters approved the 
new constitution by a 2-to-l margin. 

And according to Joyce Harris, 
vice president of the anti-apartheid 
Black Sash women’s organization, 
the referendum was a turning point 
' in blade opposition to apartheid. 

“The 'yes T vpte showed a total 
' blindness and uhawareness of what 
the implications were - the’ notion 
that black people could ever find it 
acceptable to adopt a constitution 
that ignored them,” she Mid. • : •

In Williams' case that means Mac- 
cabi Tel Aviv for whom he played for 
several seasons before departing to 
play for Brindisi in Italy iwo years 
ago.

MELBOURNE (Reuter). - The 
Australian cricket rebels who are to 
tour South Africa were banned 
yesterday from Test cricket for three 
years. But in the supreme court they 
had legal action against them drop- 
ped and former Australia Test cap- 
tain Kim Hughes claimed later: 
“We've won. We’re free agents.” 

The Australian Cricket Board also 
announced that in addition 14 play- 
ers, banned from Tests until Septem- 
ber 1988, would not be able to play 
Sheffield Shield cricket for two 
years. 

In the supreme court the board 
' agreed to release the eight cricke- 
ters. including Hughes, whom they 


had been suing for breach of con- 
tract. from those contracts. 

In return the South African Crick- 
et Union has agreed not to launch 
any future raids on Australian play- 
ers contracted to the board. 

Hughes said delightedly “Over die past cou- 
ple of mouths we have been kicked from pillar to 
post and people from all walks of life hate been 
mating all sorts of judgements. Now that is all 
off our shoulders and we can get on with the Job 
we do best - playing cricket. We art thrilled that 
we can honour our obligation to plav in South 
Africa.’'

in principle, willing to let Williams 
cross to their great rivals. However, 
they want something in return - for'

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Supersol Ltd., the only large re- 
tailing company quoted on the lei 
Aviv Stock Exchange, yesterday re- 
ported its half yearly earnings for the 
period ending April 30, 1985. Sales, 
in nominal shekels, grew by 474% 
compared to the equivalent period 
last year, which is a growth rate Z0 
.per cent greater than inflation over 
the year. 

However, the inflation-adjusted 
profit figures, unlike the nominal 
ones; show a decline in profits from 
IS667.8m in. the first half of 1983/84 
to IS434.4m in 1984/85, both figures 
expressed in April 1985-value 
shekels. 
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In a comprehensive letter to 
shareholders, chairman Ya'acov 
Brin and president David Wainshall 
discuss the impact of the successive 
package deals on the company's 
business, and attempt to assess the 
effect of the new economic policy. 

From November 1984. the con- 
sumption pattern of the public was 
changed and dictated by the immi- 
nence of price jumps and varying 
degrees of price controls in exist- 
ence. 

“At the be ginnin g of each package 
deal there was a slump in purchasing 
volume while towards the end of the 
package period - when price rises 
became forseeable - the volume 
rose. This change in buying habits 
forced the company to adjust its 
operating costs, inventory levels and 
bargain sales programmes to the new 
“seasonal variations? that had been 
created, the Supersol management 
notes. 

Administrative supervision of 


prices brought pressure from sup- 


pliers as well as changes in the con- 
sumption patterns of the public, all 
of which resulted in a fall in operat- 
ing profits relative to sales. 

As for the new economic prog- 
ramme, Supersol expects that it will 
reduce demand through cutting real 
incomes and so it is seeking to cut 
marketing expenses- particularly by 
increasing emphasis placed on 
Hypercol outlets, which benefit 
from lower costs to the operator and 
hence offer lower prices to the con- 
sumer. 


The greatest thing 
since bank shares

The sole topic of conversation m bank branches and 
other places where money changes hands is the exchange 
rate of the shekel. In itself, this is nothing new in Israel, 
it's only the context that makes the discussion different 
from usual. 

Unlike in the old days (one month ago, to be exact) the 
uestion is not how much the dollar will go up against the 
ekel but how likely it is not to go up. Put another way, 
the problems facing all investors have now been boiled 
down to one: how long will the exchange-rate freeze 
hold? 

No answer to this great intellectual debate will - or can 

- be presented here. Wbat may be of use is to review the 
parameter of the debate. It is almost universally accepted 
that the exchange rate freeze will be a temporary 
phenomenon and that at some stage there will be either a 
large devaluation or a return to small daily devaluations. 
Why is this assumption so widespread? 

Cynics will simply say that the mere feet that the 
government is promising to keep the rate fixed is reason 
enough to be sure that it wfi] come unstuck sooner or 
later - but this is, to say the least, somewhat unscientific. 
Granted that credibility is an important factor in inves- 
tors’ appreciation of the situation, bat their actions have 
to be based on something more substantial. 

A look at economic fundamentals might provide that 
substance. No one surely win disagree with the sugges- 
tion that the hole in the balance of payments is still very 
large and very evident. Granted mere has been some 
improvement, and that the regular and supplementary 
U.S. aid is succeeding in filling that hole on a temporary 
basis, nevertheless the long-term - indeed, omnipresent 

- problem of the Israeli economy is still there. 

The textbook solution to balance of payments deficits 
is to devalue the currency- and the feeling still is that this 
must be the solution here as well. The reason why it 
hasn’t worked so far, as is well known, is the system of 
linkages which erodes every change in relative currency 
prices by allowing labour and every other cost to catch 
up. 

In fact, the whole object of the current freeze is to 


allow the 19% devaluation of July 1 to be effective by 
holding down wages and other factor costs. Hence, by 
the way, the Treasiny/Bank of Israel line that if the wage 
clauses of the package are violated the devaluation wUl 
have to be renewed — not that one is an inevitable 
corollary of the other- just that in the Israeli context no 
one part of the cycle can be allowed to move without all 
the others reacting. 

There is a school of thought that claims the devalua- 
tion is itself the product, indirectly, of the size of the 


government deficit. In this view. too. the exchange rate 


freeze is not likely to be a permanent feature, for two 
reasons. No one believes that the government will really 
cut its spending as it has announced; and. more impor- 
. tantly, even if it did, the cuts would only restore the 
budget to its original planned size, and this would still 
involve a large deficit. Ergo, more devaluations sooner 
or later. 

'Thus, without aspiring to professorships, most econo- 
mically literate people arrive at the conclusion that the 
doDar rate will not remain too long at IS1 .500. It should 
also not be forgotten that 151.500 is too low in terms of 
inflation so far this year- even though the June index was 
lower than expected and there are hopes that July will 
behave similarly. 

Hence, the satisfaction with being paid interest in 
shekels while the dollar is steady or falling, because the 
larger number of shekels will - in due course - seek to 
reconvert into dollars. Hence, too. the constant talk of a 
“monetary timebomb" and the discussion of “where will 
the money go when it moves out of shekels. " 

The baric feet is that most investors are sitting with 
their fingers on the trigger, ready to get out of shekels at 
the drop of a hat. Meanwhile, they are garnering 
handsome dollar profits, paid by industry and the Bank 
of Israel through the medium of the banks. s 

But they know - they don't just believe - they know, 
that it’s too good to be true and that the last ones left 
behind will get caught. The entire bank interest on shekel 
syndrome is, in the words of one very senior banker last 
week. “The greatest thing since bank shares and with the 
same dangers involved. "

The cinemas and res- 
taurants will be open on Friday 
nights and Saturdays.

Yesterday shares were mixed, with 
the non-bank index losing ground 
while the bank shares in the 
“arrangement" gained. Bonds were 
mixed, but dollar-Unked bonds were 
generally higher while index-linked 
ones trended weaker. 

In the Treasury bill market the 
latest 28-day issue was auctioned for 
barely 8.5% monthly yield and only 
attracted a demand' of IS7 billion. 
These figures are both sharply down 
on last week's, and would seem to 
indicate that at the level of interest 
rates now prevailing there is much 
less interest in shekel-denominated 
investments.

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Sharon Seizes his chance 


NATIONAL CRISES tend to bring out the best and the worst 
in political leaders. When the town of Afula exploded in a 
vengeful frenzy after the discovery that two of its teachers had 
been murdered on Mt. Gilboa Iasi Friday, Mayor Ovadia Eli 
went out of his way to counter the attempts by Meir Kahane's 
racist followers to direct public anger not only at the killers, 
who were assumed to be Arab, but at Arabs generally. 

Mr. Eli did later come out in favour of more forceful action 
by the government to beat down the threat of Arab terrorism, 
but he stopped far short of suggesting anything that would 
amount to the conversion of all Eretz Yisrael into a huge prison 
for Arabs in order to make sure that they did not endanger 
Israel's hold over the Land. This was to be done later by his 
Herut party colleague Ariel Sharon, the minister for industry 
and trade. 

In an address to the Likud parliamentary faction on Monday. 
Mr. Sharon offered a wide-ranging programme for dealing with 
terrorism, which appears to have drawn its inspiration from a 
paper by the Council of Jewish Settlements in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza. The council's own paper is reported to have been 
drafted by Elyakim Haetzni. the Gush. Emunim founding 
father and Kiryat Arba politician now locked in a coalition 
embrace - which he bewails - with Meir Kahane. Mr. Sharon 
does not go all the way with Mr. Haetzni: he does not, for 
example, propose stripping Israeli Arabs of their citizenship for 
incitements of a "PLO nationalistic nature." Nor does he call 
for the death penalty for terrorist murderers. 

But Mr. Sharon goes far enough to be seen courting the Kach 
vote in a re-enactment of his old military role as Israel's "iron 
fist" in the Gaza Strip. Some of his ideas may be worth 
pondering in the light of the killing in Nablus yesterday, but by 
and large they rehash the orthodox hardline repertoire. And 
some are, on the face of it, perfectly outrageous. 

Last year Mr. Sharon, as a member of Yitzhak Shamir's 
cabinet, endorsed a prisoner swap with Ahmed Jibril that 
would allow hundreds of convicted Palestinian terrorists to be 
released from Israeli jails and. if they so chose, go back to their 
homes in the territories without being molested. Early this 
year, as a member of Shimon Peres's cabinet, Mr. Sharon gave 
his approval to the final version of that deal based on the earlier 
understanding. 

But does Mr. Sharon accept responsibility for the prisoner 
trade-off now that it has aroused widespread criticism and is 
being blamed, if only in part, for the resurgence of terrorism? 
Needless to say, he does not. Instead, he comes out with the 
demand that the freed terrorists be either re-arrested or 
deported. 

Hearing this proposal that Israel make a mockery of its own 
solemn word, even fellow Likudnik Moshe Nissim, the justice 
minister, hastened to warn that it might cause "serious 
complications." But the Liberal Mr. Nissim had no comment to 
offer on another of Mr. Sharon's ideas: that Israel should start 
bombing PLO - meaning Fatah - headquarters in Jordan, 
evidently even without first ascertaining that they are in fact the 
source of terrorism this side of the river; and that Israel should 
refuse to talk peace with King Hussein so long as there are any 
PLO bases on Jordanian soil. 

The PLO’s re-establishment in Jordan is indeed a serious 
matter. But its linkage by the Likud to mostly local and 
sporadic terrorism is a feeble excuse for blowing up the 
negotiation process even before it has been launched in real 
earnest. Another such attempt was represented by Mr. Nissim’s 
insistence on tabling legislation -sanctioned by the cabinet, it is 
true, earlier this year, before peace on the eastern front became 
a talking proposition - that completely bans any “unautho- 
rized" contacts between Israelis and PLO personnel, regardless 
of their purpose. 

It is not, so it seems, sufficient that terrorism is itself a clear 
and present danger to peace. If the Likud has its way, terrorism 
will be made to prevent any prospects for negotiations with 
Jordan and representative Palestinians to get a peace process 
going.

^ VORACIOUS toads the 
size of dinner plates are 
hitchhiking across northern 
Australia gobbling up wildlife, and 
officials are appealing to motorists 
not to give them lifts. 

The Queensland cane toad (Bufo 
Marinas), which locals say eats 
almost anything in its path, even 
lighted cigarettes, is moving west 
rapidly. Some have been found 
travelling on vegetable trucks. 

Steve Hatton, Northern Territory 
conservation minister, is sending 
"wanted" posters to garages, motels 
and pubs, depicting the amphibian 
and warning drivers to check their 
vehicles for stowaways. 

“It’s very worrying.” said local 
conservationist Bill Freeland. 
"Toads hare appeared up to 100 
kilometres ahead of the main toad 
fron," he said. 

"The bloody things eat some sorts 
of native wildlife into extinction,” he 
said. 

The toad, introduced into North- 
ern Queensland early this century to 
combat a sugar cane parasite, has 
now become a major pest, protected 
from predators by its poisonous skin. 

Northern Territory is not alone in 
facing the toad threat. Latest reports 
say they are also steadily advancing 
south into New South Wales. 


A LIBERIAN man who 
I claimed his marriage was a 

h&a fraud because his wife 
turned out to be a man was granted 
an annulment when the judge agreed 
a marriage between two males was 
void in the state of Maryland. 

Circuit Judge Hilary Caplan de- 
clared the marriage on March 22, 
1984, between M.K. Ofosu-Appiah, 
who says he is a prince, and Delores 
Buchanan. 38, was void from the 
beginning. 

Ofosu-Appiah said he had never 
consummated the marriage, and said 
he had never seen his wife in the 
nude. 

“I wasn't pushy on that issue," 
said Ofosu-Appiah. 28. “After the 
marriage, any time I brought up the 
issue of sex. she kept giving ex- 
cuses." 

Ofosu-Appiah told Caplan he first 
learned his wife might be a man in 
September after examining her birth 
■certificate, which he needed for an 
immigration hearing to change his 
status from a visitor's visa to a resi- 
dent's visa. 


^ MUNNA. a Tibetan bear 
brought to Paris for a re- 
cent Indian festival was 
kidnapped by animal rights' defen- 
ders who claimed the bear's keeper 
was breaking several French laws. 

His keeper, Mohammed Munshi, 
was overpowered and the bear taken 
by the activists, who delivered com- 
muniques to Paris news agency 
offices. They said there were viola- 
tions of laws on animal cruelty and 
exhibition of a wild animal, and laws 
on begging. 

It said they “freed Munna to try to 
give him an existence worthy of the 
name." 

A public-relations adviser to a 
hotel group which originally brought 
Munha to Paris appealed for the 
bear to be returned because he “can- 
not long survive without the person 
who has lived with him since birth."

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IN THE current debate over how 
best to impart democratic values to a 
generation that seems in darker of 
embracing the false and all too cruel 
gods of chauvinism and racism, an 
important point may be overlooked. 

If, as we learned' recently from a 
poll by Dr. Mina* Zemach for the 
Van Leer Institute, almost half of 
the Jewish high school students in 
Israel support the anti-Arab ideas 
associated with Meir Kahane. the 
Education Ministry’s project for 
next year emphasizing the import- 
ance of democratic values may be 
too little, too late. 

Educator Arik Cannon (Tel Aviv 
University), an unambiguous dove, 
and Yoel Bin-Nun, a Gush Emunim 
activist, have both voiced their con- 
cern that the ministry’s programme 
will miss its mark. 

Cannon's principal criticism is 
that the educators are not receiving 
the proper messages from the poli- 
tical establishment; wben a leader Of 
one of the two major parties insists 
that a conspiracy to blow up the 
Temple Mount mosques and 
embroil Israel in a theological high 
noon with the Moslem world is an 
understandable, if excessive, display 
of fundamentally positive enthu- 
siasm ; and when the everyday reality 
in the territories, hot to mention in 
the just-ended occupation in Leba- 
non, is necessarily a far cry from any 
concept of the democratic polity; 
then bow in such an environment is a 
teacher going to “educate to demo- 
cracy’'? 

When the head of the state reli- 
gious school system dismisses prop- 
osed get-togethers between Arab 
and Jewish schoolchildren on "peda- 
gogic" grounds, because they cannot 
eat each other’s foods (sic!), and 
avoids confronting the Van Leer poll 
findings, which point to a massive 
majority for Kahan e-style racism in 
his school system - what's a teacher 
supposed to do?

ONE CANNOT look for the cause 
of the wave of anti-democratic feel- 
ing in the international arena. Latin 
America has moved towards demo- 
cracy; European democracy has 
been firmed up with the stabilization 
of the Spanish and the Portuguese 
regimes; and within Israel, there are 
no longer any attempts to defend 
totalitarian regimes of the right or of 
the left. The Stalinist and fascist 


wings of Zionism dissipated long 
ago. 

Nor has the rise of political radi- 
calism on the right coincided with 
economic. collapse; unquestionably, 
a prolonged economic crisis, com- 
bining soaring inflation and massive 
unemployment, could provide tbe 
extremists with a mass base ready for 
immediate action. Bur the years dur- 
ing which Tehiya and now Kach have 
pushed the rightist perimeter in our 
political life off the edge of the road 
into the abyss, were not years of 
economic privation. 

Is it so difficult to understand that 
for the generation bom in the wake 
of the 1967 war, giving up the West 
Bank is next to inconceivable? Oh 
their personal maps, the old Green 
Line borders never appeared. 

In the almost 20-year-old debate 
on the territories, the Labour and 
Likud positions hare, in the eyes of 
the next generation, become a mud- 
dled reflection of each otheF. If 
Labour emphasized the impossibil- 
ity of annexing the territories be- 
cause of the demographic problem, 
Likud emphasized the impossibility 
of surrendering the “territories be- 
cause of the security issue. Labour 
has not convinced everyone that its 
concept meets all of Israel’s security 
requirements, because any com- 
promise will involve its own form of 
palpable risk-taking. And the critical 
problem in the Labour scenario has 
been the absence of a dear-cut part-

THE TWA AIR HOSTESS AFFAIR 


E BUSINESS is failing off at 
Copenhagen’s cemeteries 
because the Danish capit- 
al's residents are losing interest in 
traditional burials, city officials say. 

More than 90 per cent of all those 
who die in Copenhagen are cre- 
mated and about half of those have 
their ashes buried in unmarked 
graves, they said. 

“My impression is that it’s because 
of more modem attitudes," says 
Joergen Christenen. “People - want 
to be remembered by their families 
but without being a burden." 

“There is no social difference be- 
tween different kinds of funerals. A 
broad spectrum of people in all 
levels of sodety choose to be buried 
in unmarked graves," he said, refer- 
ring to unmarked sites for burying 
cremation ashes. 

Cremation and burying ashes in 
unmarked sites is also less expensive 
than burials invohing coffins, but 
Christensen say's he thinks the differ- 
ence in expenses was insignificant in 
Copenhagen residents' thinking. 

The increasing number of crema- 
tions and unmarked graves mean 
less administration work and fewer 
gardening responsibilities for the bu- 
rial authorities, he adds.

Sir, - We refer to the letter which 
appeared on July 14 concerning our 
hijacked aircraft and to the specific 
incident concerning flight hostess 
Uli Derickson.- We ask your readers 
to look beyond the comments made 
by her at an impromptu press confer- 
ence, confronted by dozens of TV 
cameras and a world wide audience 
of hundreds of millions. Ms. Derick- 
son is undoubtedly a highly compe- 
tent flight hostess, but she has only 
limited experience in public rela- 
tions and her very spontaneous re- 
plies to a battery of journalists left 
much to be desired. 

The matter of the alleged “selec- 
tion" of the "Jewish sounding 
names" is a most sensitive issue to all 
Israelis, Jews and supporters of hu- 
man rights, but it would be wrong to 
judge anybody's impulsive remarks 
made after four days of fear, tension , 
exhaustion and the harrowing ex- 
perience of seeing a passenger mur- 
dered. 

On June 19, a meeting took place 
in New York between the NJCRAC 
(National Jewish Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council) represent-’, 
mg USA Jewish leadership and 
senior executivesof TW A in order to 
discuss Ms. Derickson's role, vis-A- 
vis the Jewish passengers and the 
serious mis understanding resulting 
from the hastily convened and dis- 
orderly press conference given at 
JFK airport on release and return to 
the USA. 

On termination of the meeting, 
the following statement was made by 
the NJCRAC: 

“...Until all the hostages are safe- 
ly returned the full story of their • 
ordeal cannot be full known. We 
believe however that the following 
can be said. On the basis of an 


intensive review of vide c tapes of the 
initial press conference given by tbe 
just released TWA flight attendants 
as well as detailed information about 
their official de-briefing, we have no 
reason to believe that the TWA crew 
comported themselves in anything 
less than a professional, courageous 
and exemplary maimer..." 

Additionally, the following state- 
ment was issued by Mr. W.M. Baker 
of the office of Congressional and 
Public Affairs, F.B.I. on June 21: 

“Certain media accounts of the 
hijacking of TWA Flight 847 have 
raised a question concerning the ac- 
tions'of TWA Flight Attendant Uli 
Derickson. After interviews by the 
FBI of Uli Derickson and other 
released hostages, she was found to 
have absolutely no complicity with 
the hijackers of TWA Flight 847. 
Not only -was there no complin ty, 
but after Ms. Derickson was ordered 
by the armed hijackers to gather all 
145 passengers' passports and in- 
structed to pick out those passengers 
who were Jewish, she told the hi- 
jackers that passports do not indi- 
cate religion. When she was in- 
structed to pick out the Jewish 
names on the passports, she refused. 
The hijackers then made the selec- 
tion themselves. Ms. Derickson 
acted in a heroic manner in an 
obviously dangerous and stressful 
situation.” 

Upon tbeir release, all hostages 
have effusively paid tribute to Ms. 
Derickson’s role in preventing furth- 
er brutality at the hands of the ter- 
rorists to the point of risking her own 
life and they were unanimous in their 
praise of her deft handling of a 
veritable explosive situation.

LIFE is the best teacher. If the 
current diplomatic movement 
actually gets off the ground, and we 
stumble into peace negotiations, we 
might be saved. If we have to face 
die moment of truth, this year, it will 
make afl the difference in the world 
if there is a credible Arab 
partner or not. If life teaches 
Israelis that extremism breeds ex- 
tremism, and that compromise with 
our Arab neighbours is possible be- 
cause they are also interested in 
compromising with us, attitudes may 
soften. In this regard, there was 
cause for restrained hope after 
Tehiya MK Gershon Shafat’s re- 
mark that every (PLO) murder of an 
Israeli increases support for Kahane ; 
and that every increase in support 
for Kahane triggers another murder. 
The belated recognition by the Jew- 
ish Right that Israeli extremism can 
breed Palestinian extremism is a wel- 
come addition to the traditional line 
that the PLO is to blame for Kahane. 
(How does Elyakim Ha'etzni put it? 
“Kahane is the punishment, the 
PLO is the crime.") 

So long as there is no peace initia- 
tive from the J ordaman/Palestinian/ 
West Bank side aimed at Israel, and 
not at the U.S., which is clear as day 
on the question of Israel's right to 
exist within a new Middle East sys- 
tem, we will remain in deep trouble., 
It is tbe unresolved problem of the 
West Bank occupation which is the 
deep factor pulling Israeli youth to- 
wards Kahane. 

In the meantime, concerned 
Israelis should see to it that they send 
the right message Into the education- 
al air waves: the anti-radsm bill must 
pass and soon; the Kiryat Arba 
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municipal deal must be dissolved; 
tbe diplomatic options must remain 
open; the prime minister must be 
supported; Kahane 's brutality must 
be met head-on with a firm unyield- 
ing hand. 


The news from Kiryat Arba, ab- 
out the municipal coaUtion in which 
Kach will play a part, should be seen 
as a metaphor. 


In the next elections it is not 
impossible that once again neither of 
the two big parties will be able to 
forge a comfortable narrow coali- 
tion. Unwilling to re-enter a broad 
government, each will look to its 
extremist wings: Labour to the com- 
munist Rakah, Likud to Kadi. Is it 
so impossible to imagine Kahane 
minis ter of bousing in a Likud gov- 
ernment, should he emerge with 
enough seats to force bis way in? 

Today Likud leaders rightly de- 


nounce Kahane and claim that he is 
unfit for a coalition: but what if the 
only alternative is a Labour coalition 
leaning on Rakah. one that will 
"surrender the heart of the home 1 
land’’ to the arch villain and mytho- 
logical enemy Arafat/Hussein? 

Life is the best teacher. If Palesti- 
nians want to teach us violence, 
terrorism, hatred and war, Israelis 
will be unable to respond with poli- 
tics of compassion and tolerance. 
Just look at Afola. 

But look outside of Israel, as well. 
Kahane is fond of comparing Israel 
to northern Ireland; can we be 
blamed for seeing something of an 
unwanted future in places as close as 
Lebanon and as far as South Africa?

Sir, - 1 met Eli Haze’ev, one of the 
yeshrva students murdered in 1980. 
when he was serving time in the 
Beersheba prison for assaulting 
Arabs. As a social worker, I had to 
write part of the report to be pre- 
sented to his parole board. 

Interviewing Haze'ev in the cell 
block office was easy. He justified 
his placement in a maximum- 
privilege wing by his polite and calm 
behaviour. He expired he had no 
quarrel with the sy^sm and there- 
fore no reason to make trouble. It 
had been explained to him by his 
“friends” that he had to serve time to 
maintain the cover of a community 
living within the law; however; he. - 
would be treated well in prison and 
he was’ guaranteed to get his sent- 
ence reduced by one third by the 
parole board. I expressed surprise at 
this, saying I thought the reduction 
was not an automatic privilege: He 
smiled like a southern gentleman 
and informed me that he had friends 
in high places. 

Only when Haze'ev began to talk 
about his violent history did he begin

to lose his gentlemanly manner. 
Then his eyes glazed over and his 
face became rigid. 

He described the miseries of grow- 
ing up as an army brat in tire U.S., 
dragged from base to base by his 
army career father and persecuted 
by tire other children for being Jew- 
ish. He analyzed for me how he freed 
himself from inferiority feelings by 
becoming convinced of his. racial 
supremacy and of his own personal 
mission to e limina te inferior races. 
With pride he recounted his experi- 
ences roaming the U.S., assaulting 
blacks, usually with a lead pipe. He 
claimed to have killed some. 

Haze'ev continued his story de- 
scribing how the activities of the JDL 
captured his imagination and how he 
was encouraged to become active in 
this framework. Eventually Haze'ev 
was recruited to -.make aliya and 
promised that he would be given 
support and direction in unleashing 
his violence against -tbe Arab - 
population. , 


As part of the format of the regu- 
lar social work interview, I asked 
Hare’ev what his plans were for 
parole. I received a lucid account of 
further intended acts of terror to be 
implemented on an escalating basis 
with the goal to eliminate the Arab 
population in Israel. 

I wrote my report, sparing details I 
could not validate, but recommend- 
ing that Haze'ev serve his foil sent- 
ence. He was dangerous both to the 
public and to himself. 

As he left the prison, having re- 
ceived his early parole as promised. 
Haze’ev saluted and gave me a broad 
wink. 

A few months later, when Eli 
Haze’ev's name apeared in the paper 
as one of the “students” killed in 
Hebron, I felt a cycle had been 
completed; violence ending in vio- 
lence. Today, hearing his death de- 
scribed by his “friends” as innocent 
martyrdom and therefore justifica- 
tion, at least on an emotional level, 
for revenge, I know I was mistaken. 
His ghost still roams this country, 
lead pipe in band. - L.K.
